The bill charges that the defend­ 
ants assigned patents to the Moving 
Picture Patent Company in *908, and 
then entered into an unlawful con­ 
spiracy to monopolise the 
business. 
The bill also asserts that the patents 
company was formed to evade the 
law.

It will contain thirty-two 
rooms, divided into twelve two and 
three room Buttes, There will be ten 
bath rooms, all the larger suites hav­ 
ing individual baths. There will be a 
social room in tho basement,'and a 
roof garden and sun parlor on top of 
it. The rooms are to be equipped with 
disappearing beds, and will be heat­ 
ed with the Rector gas heating sys­ 
tem. 
The building will be equipped 
throughout with a vacuum cleaning 
system. It Is to be built strictly in ac­ 
cordance with the atate law regarding 
apartment houses, a measure which is 
very exacting in its provisions. The 
main entrance will open onto a com­ 
modious lobby, connecting with cor­ 
ridors running-through the building 
from end to end. It is expected the 
building and equipment, exclusive of 
furnishings, will cost in the vicinity 
of $15,000.

Figs showed a tendency upward ow­ 
ing to the fact that practically all of 
the early crop from the Imperial and 
Fresno districts nas been consumed 
and the second crop is only ripening. 
The best figs from the Fresno orchards 
sold at $1.25 per box on extra fancy 
stock, which was a price of nearly 5 
cents a piece. 
The first locals are 
coming in, but as yet are small and 
rather green in appearance, and are 
held at 85 cents to $1 a box according 
to quality. 
The first Columbia canta­ 
loupes are on the market and are Bell­ 
ing at $1 per crate. They have an ex­ 
terior similar to a yellow squash, but 
a fine yellow meat 
of 
exceedingly 
sweet flavor. 
Other varieties of can­ 
taloupes are plentiful, as are casaba 
melons and watermelons. 
The latter 
are selling at about 90 cents a hundred. 
In the citrus market there were few 
changes In a month. 
Good oranges 
are not plentiful and any kind of lem­ 
ons continue to bring good prices with 
the continuation of warm weather. Un­ 
packed stock of only fair quality of 
the latter fruit sells at $2. 
Eggs took a sudden jump on 
the 
light arrivals of the past week and 
firmer prices in the East as well as in 
other portions of this state. The price 
of case count was advanced 
to 
29 
cents, or 2 cents higher, while can- 
died were put to 
32. 
Fresh 
pullet 
eggs were offered at 24 and seconds 
were left at the same figure as pre­ 
vailing for 
several 
days. 
Arrivals 
were 155 cases. 
There was an awakening Interest in 
butter and a few sales of creamery ex­ 
tra at a fraction below 
the 
quoted 
figure. 
Arrivals were down to 26,231 
pounds. Northern cheese was the best 
seller on the list of that commodity 
aud brought fractionally 
under tho 
quoted figures, 17% a pound. Only 250 
pounds of the product were reported 
In.Potatoes were in small call and the 
market continues to show a big sup­ 
ply on hand. 
Prices were scarcely 
steady. 
Receipts of the product to­ 
taled 696 sacks. A shipment of north­ 
ern onions totaling 299 sacks was re­ 
ported. 
Only twenty-eight sacks of 
beans came in and 
sweet 
potatoes 
from exterior points were not reported 
among receipts. 
The arrivals of apples totaled 1566 
boxes. 
Prices on this fruit are stay­ 
ing the same and the buying demand Is 
helping to keep the market at the pres­ 
ent level until the coming of the belle- 
flours. There was a slight decline in 
the price of spot raising owing to the 
coming of the new crop stock. Loose 
Muscatels were offered at 4% on two 
crown stock. Other dried fruit is feel­ 
ing a trifle weak with the reports of 
heavy drying in all of the fruit dis­ 
tricts.
